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H E Ancient Trade of Refineinz Sugars has ( by reaſon of its great Increaſe * 
tor Forty or Fitty Years paſt ) occaſioned the expending of vaſt Summs of = 
Money in Erecting, and Fittirg up in ſeveral parts of this Kingdom, ma- 
ny large and converient Works for the Manageing , and Carrying on of 


the ſame. CRE 
The Growth and Increaſe of this Trade, did ( for many Years paſt ) run parrallel 


with the Succels of our Engliſh Plantations, and through the Indulgence and Favour of 
the Government had not only beaten out the Lisbone Trade, from whence this Nation 
was formerly ſerved with White Sugars ; But had Extended it {elf co the lupplying of 
tzoſt Forreign Parts, and particularly the greateſt part of the Eaſt Country, which was 
a very beneficial Trade to this Kingdom , becauſe the Returns were uſually made in 
choſe profitable Commodiries of Pitch, Tarr and Hemp. 

This Kingdom ( being Maſter of the moſt Conſiderable and Profitable Sugar Planta- 
tions in the whole World ) ſtands upon the greateſt advantage to Improve and [orich it 
ſelf, by Incourageing the Manufacturing of our own Plantation Broun-Sugars within 
its ſelf, and thereby inable the Engliſh Merchants ( in the way of their Tra{ick ) to ſupply 
Forreign Markers with our own Engli/þ Refined Sugars. And certainly, had God and 
| Nature put ſo great an Advantage into the Hands of the Dutch, ( their Prudence in 
Trade, leads as to conclude ) they would not have Frifled with it, but by an effectual 
Incouragement of che Refineing of their Plantation Broun-Sugars within themſelves , 
they would have ſecurd the ſupplying of all Forreign Markets to themſelves, and 
given Laws to the W orld as to that Commodity ; which ſill remains. in the power of 
England to do. 

Our Neighbours the Dutch, the Hamburgers and the French, have for fome Years 
aſt, moſt Studiouſly ( and that with great - Succels) Incouraged this expenſtye and 

beneficial Trade within themſelves, having bcen greatly Inabled thereunto, by an A&R 
made ww the Firſt Year of the Jate King 7amzs, allowing the Exporter of our Plantation 
Broun-Sugar to draw back, not only the 9g d. per hundred which is the half Impoſt , but 
alſo the whole Addicional Duty of 2 s. and 4 d. which in the whole makes 3 5. and 
I d, draw back, upon every Hundred W cight of our Exported Broun-Sugars; By reas« 
lon whereof our Neighbours have afforded, thoſe very Refined Sugars, which they have 
made from our own Plantation Broun-Sugars,near 20l. per Cent cheaper then we could,even 
at thoſe very Forreign Markets,which were formerly {erved from this Kingdom; whereby 
this Trade has. been greatly Dilcouraged here ac home, and the ſupply of all Forreign 
Markets put intirely into the hands of the Ditch. 

and by reaſon of another A& made in the laſt Seſſions of this preſent Parhament, 
for Incouraging the Conſumption of Corn, {o high a dury is laid, not only on the low 
Wines drawn from Plantation Molofſes (which pays but the ſmall and unproportion- 
able duty of $ 4 per hundred inwards.) but alfo,on the low Wines drawn frem our own 
home made Moloſle:, the Engliſh Refiners are quite cut off from the Vend of their Mo- 
loſſes here at home, and are now wholly diſabled from carrying on their Trades. 

And if this Trade be nor timely Relcived by the Wiſdom of Parliament, it muſt una- 
voidably be Totally loft in this Kingdom, and conſequently given up to our Neighbours. 

The Releif that is Humbly Deſired, for the preſervation of this Ancient Trade in this 
Kingdom, Is, that the Engliſh Retiners may have ( ar leaſt) as much Incouragement ro. 
Work our own Plantation Broun-Sugars Lou at hone, as Forreiguers now bave to Ex- 
Port them and Work them abroad, by giving the Engliſh Refiners ſuch a draw back up- 
on the Exportation of their Rehned Sugar and Molofles, as (hall bare a proportion to the 
} traw back of 3 5. and 1d. which the Exporter now has upon the Exportation of our 

\ Þlantation Broun-Sugars.
